The  production  of  corn  in  Argentina  for  1921-22  was  1^6,05^,000  bushels 
compared  with  230,^23,000  bushels  in  1920-21  and  17*+, 502,000  bushels  for  the 
five-year  average  I9OS-C9  to  1912-13. 

The  world  production  of  flaxseed  in  1°20  was  31,^80,000  bushels  compared 
with  56,611,000  bushels  in  1919  b$rt  shows  considerable  decrease  compared  with  the 
five-year  average  production  of  19O9-I9I3  which  was  110,036,000  bushels.  The^ 
production  of  fiber  in  1920  was  3^,^20,000  pounds  compared  with  173>2d7»cco  in 
1919  but  is  less  than  one-third  of  the  five-year  average  production  I9O9-I913 
which  was  1, 22^ , 7^2 , 000  pounds.

The  principal  country  exporting  flaxseed  is  Argentina  which  exported 
39,952,000  bushels  in  1Q20  and  33,677,000  bushels  in  I9I9.      British  India 
ranks  second  as  an  exporting  country,  7,839,000  bushels  "being  exported  in 
1920  and  13,3^1,000  "bushels  in  lgig"! 

The  United  States  was  tie  largest  importer  of  flaxseed  in  1920,  the 
quantity  imported  amounting  to  24,641,000  bushels  compared  with  1^,036,000 
bushels  in  I919.    The  amount  imported  by  the  United  Kingdom  in  1920  was 
15,520,000  bushels  compared  with  22, 116^000  in  I9I9. 

Before  the  war  Russian  produced  about  SCffo  of  that  world1  s  flax  crop. 
The  acreage  of  1921  however  amounted  to  only  about  12  or  15$  of  that  of  I91U 
which  was  about  2,700,000  acres.    The  linen  manufacturing  industry  also 
shows  great  decrease,  the  1Q21  production  of  yam  being  only  about  lGfo  of  the 
pre-war  amount  and  that  of  cloth  about  14$'. 

The  number  of  cattle  and  sheep  in  Chile  show  little  variation  since 
1913.  There  were  2,163, OCX?  cattle  in  1919  compared  with  2,225,000  in  I9IS 
and  2,084,000  in  1913.  The  number  of  sheep  was  4,500,000  in  1919  compared 
with  4,434,000  in  1918  and  4,567, 000  In  1513  •  The  amount  of  wool  produced 
shows  sons  increase  being  37,340,000  pounds  in  1919  compared  with  33  ,  765  ,  000 
in  191s  and  23,281,000  pounds  in  1913. 


AREA  AND  PRODUCTION  OF  fyEEAT  IN  BRITISH  INDIA . 


The  estimate  of  June  1  for  the  area  of  the  wheat  crop  in  British  India, 
for  1921-22,  lis  28,203,000  acres,  collared  with  25,127,000  acres  for  the  same 
date  last  year.    The  final  revised  acreage  for  1920-21  was  25,722,000  acres 
and  that  of  the  five-year  average,  I915--I6  to  I919-20,  was  30,499,000  acres. 
The  production  for  1021-22  is  306-539,000  bushels,  compared  with  246,251,000 
bushels  for  the  corresponding  date  pf  last  year.    The  final  revised  estimate 
was  250,469,000  bushels  and  that  of  the  five-par  average,  3,46,737,000  bushels.

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flax  aed  iiesej  industry  tss  Russia 

Flax  is  one  of  the  products  in  which  Russia  was  "before  the  war  the  most 
important  factor,  producing    about  30$  of  the  world  crop.    The  following  trans- 
lation of  articles  on  the  Russian  flax  and  linen  situation  published  in  the 
March  30  and  March  31  issue  ,  of  the  Moscow  Daily,  "Economic  Life",  is  therefore 
of  interest. 

Before  the  war  flax  fiber  was  grown  over  a  considerable  area  which  was 
about  2,700,000  acres  in  191U.    It  was  and  is  now  grown  mainly  by  the  peasants, 
the  area  cultivated  by  non-peasants  amounting  to  only  about  13$. 

Russia  is  a  country  of  limited  capital  and. had  to  balance  her  imports  by 
exports  of  commodities.    Flax  took  an  important  place  among  the  latter,  ranking 
third,  following  breads  tuffs  and  wood  (manufactured  and  unmanufactured).  The 
exports  of  flax  fiber  in  Ifll  amounted  to  2^9,000  short  tons,  in  1912  to  390,000 
tons  and  in  I913  to  336,000  tons. 

After  I91U  the  flax  growing  industry  began  its  disastrous  decline  and  the 
production  was  reduced  to  the  extreme  which  may  be  seen  from  the  following  rela- 
tive percentages  based  upon  the  191**  acreage.

The  principal  cause  of  this  precipitous  decline  is  the  prevailing  low 
price  of  flax  as  compared  with  that  of  other  commodities.    Thus  formerly  7  pnunds 
of  flax  cound  be  bought  for  36  pounds  of  rye  while  in  I919  J2  pounds  of  flax 
could  be  bought  for  the  same  quantity  of  rye  and  In  1920  still  more.     In  other 
words,  the  relative  price  of  flax  fell  to  about  8$  of  its  pre-war  relative  value. 

The  consequences  of  the  continuous  fall  in  the  production  of  this  fiber 
are  becoming  fully  evident.    Deliveries  to  the  mills  are  now  decreasing  and  in 
spite  of  the  new  economic  policy  only  weak  attempts  are  being  made  to  increase 
the  acreage.    Development  of  trade  with  western  Europe  is  logically  inevitaole- 
When  the  question  arises  of  paying  for  the  imports  flax  will  probably  be  one  of 
the  most  important  products.    It  is  therefore,  of  great  and  immediate  importance 
for  Russia  to  increase  flax  growing  to  at  least  its  former  magnitude. 

Russia  produced  flax  not  only  for  export  but  also  for  the  needs  of  her  own 
linen  industry  which  has  developed  rapidly  since  1900,    In  I912  Russia  had  over 
12$  of  the  worldTs  number  of  spindles  which  consumed  native  flax  exclusively.  At 
present  the  number  of  spindles  and  looms  is  the  same  as 'before  the  war  (UC0,000 
spindles  and  13,000  looms).    The  decline  of  the  industry  is  reflected  mainly  in 
the  reduced  output  which  is  due  to  lack  of  fuel  and  equipment  as  well  as  to  the 
acute  labor  question.    The  mills  were  always  supplied  with  raw  material  and  during 
the  past  three  years  not  one  mill  had  to  suspend  operations  on  account  of  lack  of 
raw  material.    But  the  quality  of  the  flax  is  considerably  inferior,  the  average 
count  of  the  yarn  getting  constantly  lower  as  a  consequence* 

During  1921  the  conditions  with  respect  to  fuel  were  serious.  Particularly 
grave  was  the  question  of  labor  because  of  the  insufficient  supply  of  ski. lied 
labor  together  with  the  low  pay  and  low  productivity.  The  question  of  the  minimum 
living  wage  was  not  settled  during  1921  on  which  account  the  mills  did  not  resume 
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work  after  the  summer  suspension.    The  new  minimum  wage  arrived  at  is  very  un- 
satisfactory because  it  hardly  provides  for  a  semi-starvation    existence  of  the 
pperatives.    The  number  of  working  spindles  fell  from  250,000  in  I9IS  to  105,000 
in  1921  which  is  26%  of  the  existing  number,    Production  in  1921  was  lGfo  of  pre- 
war for  yarn  and  lkfc  of  pre-war  for  cloth. 

The  new  economic  policy  was  introduced  into  the  linen  industry  earlier  than 
in  other  industries.    Up  to  this  time  seven  linen  trusts  have  been  formed.  Since 
the  organization  of  these  trusts  conditions  have  improved.    Thus  in  October  I92I 
the  production  of  yarn  by  all  mills  was  1,105,000  pounds,  in  November  2,239,000 
pounds,  in  December  3,106,000  pounds,  and  in  January  1922,  3,611,000  pounds.  The 
increase  in  production  must  to  a  considerable  extent  be  ascribed  directly  to  the 
organization  of  the  trusts. 

The  output  ^er  working  spindle  is  near  to  the  pre-war  level  in  some  mills 
and  equal  to  it  in  some  others.    On  the  basis  of  the  production  for  last  January  it 
may  be  expected  that  approximately  32,000,000  pounds  of  yarn  and  1+2,000,000  square 
yards  of  cloth  may  be  produced  in  1922  which  would  be  equivalent  to  about  27%  of 
the  pre-war  production.    Under  present  conditions  it  is  impossible  to  expect  more. 


EXPORTS  OF  WOOL  FROM  THE  UNION  OF  SOUTH  AFRICA. 

The  exports  of  wool  from  the  Union  of  South  Africa  in  1921  were  93$  more 
than  in  I92O,  25$  more  than  in  1919  and  30^  more  than  in  1913*    The  increased  ex- 
ports in  1921  went  principally  to  the  United  Kingdom,  France,  and  Germany,  the 
exports  to  the  latter  being  more  than  six  times  greater  than  in  1920.

The  decreased  demand  towards  the  end  of  last  year  in  several  industries 
did  not  affect  the  linen  industry.    The  work  in  the  one  linen  factory  in.  the 
country  was  satisfactory  and  the  supply  of  orders  ample.    Considerable  quantities 
of  flax  were  imported  last  year,'  as  the  domestic  production  is  not  nearly  suffic- 
ient to  meet  the  demand,  notwithstanding  the  efforts  being  made  to  encourage  the 
cultivation  of  flax.
